FOR HOME OWNERS 



ik There are a few important points which everyone 
must bear in mind when planning to paint — whether 
the object to be painted is a broom handle or a complete 
house. ik First of all, proper surface preparation is 
vital. The very life and beauty of the job depend 
upon the way you prepare the surface. : ; Surfaces 
must be clean, smooth and dry. When old paint is 
peeling or chipping, it is often necessary to burn or 
scrape off the entire surface. For it's a tough job to 
repaint over a poor paint job. If any of the chipped or 
peeled paint is left it will soon start to push off the new 
coats. ?€ Start with a perfectly smooth surface; wire 
brushing and sanding assure a satisfactory surface. 
? When your surface is sanded or scraped smooth, be 
sure that all cracks and nail holes are carefully filled to 
prevent moisture from getting into the wood. All loose 
boards must be nailed down tightly. Once moisture 
gets into the wood, it pushes the paint film from the 
surface, causing blisters. t ; : Then when the job is ready 
for the paint, be sure to pick the proper finish. You 
will find on pages 30 and 31 of this book, a description 
of the leading Pittsburgh Paints . . . each type of finish 
and its uses. Study these carefully and you'll know 
when to use a flat wall paint, when to use enamel, 
when to use varnish — or any other type of finish. 

7; 7 Also always have a good clean brush. Most painters find Gold 
Stripe Brushes, Pittsburgh's famous line, perfect for all types of paint 
work. Remember, when you buy a Gold Stripe Brush, "you are sure 
of getting the paint on easily and smoothly. Keep your brush clean, 
too. This will save you money in the end. If your brush becomes 
hard through neglect, Pittsburgh Brush Cleaner will restore it to 
useable condition. And when you paint, work with long even strokes. 
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AUTOMOBILES • 

For the car owner who wishes to repaint his own 
car, Waterspar Auto Enamel will be found easy to 
apply. Its glistening beauty is long-lasting! 

AUTOMOBILE TOPS • 

Dust or wipe the top carefully and apply one coat 
of Waterspar Auto Top Dressing. Will dry for use 
in 6 to 8 hours. This top dressing is very elastic. 
Will not shrink the fabric. High gloss. 

BABY CARRIAGES • 

Baby walkers, pens, cribs, efc. 
Baby carriages and cabs may be refinished easily 
and quickly by using Waterspar Quick-Drying 
Enamel, Waterspar Varnish, or Utility Enamel. 
On work where the finish is still in good condition, 
but lacks gloss, apply one coat of 83-200 Waterspar 
Transparent Varnish. 

BARNS • 

Barnhide, Pittsburgh Bam and Roof Paint, Sun- 
Proof, Plasco Ready Mixed Paint. Snolite, Tuscar 
Red Barn Paint, Tor-On Shingle Stain — all assure 
excellent service depending upon the type of barn 
to be painted. If colors other than those in the 
Barn Paint lines are desired, use Sun-Proof, 
Plasco, or Snolite tinted. 

BICYCLES • 

For best results refinish with Waterspar Auto 
Enamel, 83-200 Waterspar Varnish, or Metaleaf 
Aluminum Paint, depending upon the type finish 
desired. 

BREAKFAST SETS • 

Breakfast sets may be enameled or stained as 
desired. If a stained effect is wanted, use a 
coat of shellac over the stain to guard against 
bleeding. For best results use Waterspar Quick- 
Drying Enamel or Waterspar Colored Varnish — 
depending upon the type of work to be done. 

BRICK • 

Cementhide is particularly recommended for paint- 
ing brick and stucco surfaces. The selection of 
colors is well suited to the demand for picturesque- 
ly bright brick or stucco exteriors. Use Cementhide 
Primer as directed on the label. 



Other paints also used for brick surfaces: Sun- 
Proof Liquid Paint, Plasco Ready-Mixed Paint, 
Aluminum Paint, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof Paint, 
Barnhide, Porchide. 

CANVAS • 

Canvas being very coarse and more or less por- 
ous, needs first a coat of Tector, the elastic primer, 
which renders canvas waterproof and provides a 
foundation for the application of color coats. Then, 
for either interior or exterior exposure, use Sun- 
Proof Paint, Waterspar Enamel, Florhide Enamel, 
Utility Enamel, or Porchide. 

CHAIRS • 

A coat of enamel or varnish will make practically 
any chair look as good as new. Waterspar Quick- 
Drying Enamels are highly recommended for the 
protection and beautification of kitchen chairs, 
breakfast room, sun-parlor and nursery furniture. 
Waterspar Quick-Drying Colored Varnish is ex- 
ceptionally satisfactory for refinishing varnished 
pieces because it stains and varnishes in one 
coat. Always be careful to remove all grease and 
dirt before painting or varnishing. 

CONCRETE FLOORS • 

Before concrete floors can be properly painted, 
they must be clean and dry. Damp floors will not 
permit the finish to adhere properly. Use Florhide 
Enamel or Porchide. Follow directions carefully. 

CONCRETE SURFACES • 

Exferior — Upright 
Concrete surfaces, like brick first should be given 
a coat of Cementhide Primer. This may be fol- 
lowed by finishing coats selected from Cement- 
hide Waterproofing System, Sun-Proof, Plasco Liq- 
uid Paint, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof Paint, Alumi- 
num Paint, Barnhide — depending upon the type 
finish desired. 

CRACKS IN FLOORS • 

All cracks in floors should be cleaned out and 
filled with Pittsburgh Paste Wood Fillers and 
Crack Filler. 



DRAYS AND WAGONS • 

For refinishing drays and wagons, first clean the 
surface and sand to a smooth surface. Next apply 
Waterspar Auto Enamel. 

FLOORS • Wood - To Paint 
Old paint scale and dirt must be removed. Then 
be sure to dust floors before painting. Florhide 
Enamel or Porchide can be used on either interior 
or exterior floor surfaces. 

FLOORS • Wood — To Varnish 
Carefully remove all oil left by mops, waxes, or 
soap by washing off with naphtha or benzine. 
Varnish will not dry properly when applied over 
waxed or oiled floors. Use Paste Wood Filler to 
fill all cracks and crevices. Then finish with 
83-100 Waterspar Clear Interior Varnish, or 83-400 
Waterspar Floor Varnish. 

FURNACES • 

All rust and dust should be removed before any 
painting is done. Then use Metaleaf Aluminum Paint. 

FURNITURE • 

If the finish on the furniture is siill in good condi- 
tion but dulled through age, it can be restored 
easily to attractiveness simply by coating with 
Waterspar 83-100 Clear (Interior), or Waterspar 
Quick-Drying Color Varnishes. 
For nursery, sun room or bedroom, where color 
is^ desired, use the Waterspar or Utility Enamel. 
For complete job of refinishing furniture use the 
following, depending on the type of job which 
you desire to produce: Pitcairn Wood Stains, 
Waterspar Quick-Drying Enamel, Utility Enamel, 
Waterspar 83-400 Varnish. Paint and Varnish Re- 
mover (to remove old surface). 

FURNITURE • Metal 

Use Waterspar Quick-Drying Enamel, Utility En- 
amel, or Waterspar Auto Enamel. 

HOUSES • Wood — Exterior 
For general exterior painting on Wood, Sun-Proof 
Liquid Paint is the standard of comparison. Use 
Florhide Enamel or Porchide for porch floors, 
and Banzai Enamel for front entrances and pillars 
where porcelain-like finish is desired. 






WHAT TO USE AND WHERE TO USE IT 



For exterior surfaces, use any of the following 
paints: Wallhide Exterior Primer, Sun-Proof Paint, 
Snolite, Plasco Liquid Paint, Florhide Enamel, 
Banzai Enamel, Porchide. 

HOUSES • 

Concrete — Stucco — See Concrete Surfaces 

IMPLEMENTS • 

All grease and dirt should be carefully removed, 
washing entire surface with gasoline or benzine. 
Waterspar Auto Enamel or Utility Enamel are best 
suited for painting implements, 

KITCHEN WALLS • 

Kitchen Walls may be finished with Wallhide First 
Coater and Wallhide Interior Semi-Gloss. Or with 
Wallhide First Coater and Sun-Glo Finish. Next 
in favor are Banzai White or Tinted. For Wain- 
scot or hard, smooth plaster, Waterspar Quick- 
Drying Enamels can be used. Be sure that walls 
are free from greasy substances usually deposited 
throughout the kitchen by the steam and fumes 
from cooking. 

LAWN FURNITURE • 

As lawn furniture is usually subjected to rather 
severe exposure, we recommend Waterspar Auto 
Enamel. This will give utmost protection and dur- 
ability. These enamels offer a wide range of 
color which is a factor not to be overlooked. 
83-200 Waterspar transparent varnish for pieces 
that have not lost their original finish but have 
dulled somewhat with age. Porchide, Sun-Proof 
and Plasco Ready Mixed Paint may also be used. 

LINOLEUM • 

First wash the linoleum carefully with soap and 
water. Then remove all traces of soap by rinsing 
with clear water. Allow sufficient time to dry 
before attempting to varnish. One coat of the 
proper Waterspar Varnish is sufficient for aver- 
age protection. 

Use: 83-300 Waterspar Linoleum Varnish, Water- 
spar Linoleum Lacquer, Waterspar Liquid Wax 
and Self-Polishing Wax. 



METAL PIPES • 

On all exterior metal piping use Ironhide, the 
product designed especially for metal protection. 
Aluminum Paint, Waterspar Auto Enamel, and 
Utility Enamel are suitable for interior use on 
metal piping. 

Be sure to remove all scale, old paint and dirt 
before painting. 

METAL ROOFS • 

Metal roofs may be painted with Ironhide, Pitts- 
burgh Barn and Roof Paint, Aluminum Paint, 
Tuscar Barn Paint, 29-55 Lavax (Galvanized Iron) 
Metal Primer, Barnhide. 

When Aluminum Paint is used, always prime the 
surfaces with Ironhide Inhibitive Red Primer as a 
foundation for the finishing coats. 

PORCH CEILINGS • 

May be painted with Wallhide Exterior Primer, 
Sun-Proof Liquid Paint, Plasco Liquid Paint, 83-200 
Transparent Waterspar Varnish, Marine Spar, 
Florhide Enamel, Porchide. 

PORCH FLOORS • 

Whether floors are of wood or concrete, Florhide 
Enamel or Porchide will give satisfaction and 
service. Be sure surface to be painted is clean 
and dry. 

RADIATORS • 

Radiators should be painted the same color as the 
walls, using Wallhide as directed. 

REED FURNITURE • 

Waterspar Quick-Drying Enamel, Waterspar Quick- 
Drying Colored Varnishes, 83-100 Waterspar Clear 
Interior Varnish, 83-200 Waterspar Transparent 
Varnish (Exterior), Utility Enamel, Waterspar Auto 
Enamel — all may be used to give excellent re- 
sults on either new or repaint work. 

Surfaces to be painted must be clean and free 
from foreign matter. Delightful two-tone effects 
may be secured by giving the job a wash coat of 
oil color reduced with turpentine and wiped. The 
color will remain only in the coarse or low spots 
of the weave. 



REGISTERS • 

Clean surface thoroughly and paint with Alumi- 
num Paint, Florhide Enamel, Waterspar Enamel, 
or Utility Enamel. Two coats of any of these will 
produce a lasting and attractive job. 



ROOFS 



Wood 



Before doing any painting it is best to see that the 
roof is in good condition. Do the necessary repair- 
ing first. Tor-On Shingle Stain is the standard 
shingle preservative. Sun-Proof Paint, Plasco Liq- 
uid Paint, Pittsburgh Barn and Roof Paint, and 
Barnhide — all may be used when paint instead 
of stain is desired. A large variety of colors 
available. 

ROUGH-SAWED SIDING • 

Excellent results will be obtained by using Tor-On 
Shingle Stain on rough siding, Sun-Proof or Plasco 
Paints are also suitable when a gloss finish is 
desired, Both of these products available in a 
wide range of color. 

SCREENS • 

Screens and screen doors may be coated with 
Waterspar Auto Enamel, 83-100 Transparent 
Waterspar Varnish, 19-20 Utility Shufli Screen 
Enamel. Be careful to clean all surfaces before 
painting. On varnish-finished screen doors, it is 
best to sandpaper the surface before revarnishing. 

STOVE PIPES • 

Clean well before painting. Then apply 19-24 
Utility Enamel, Stove Pipe Black. 

WALLS • Inferior — Piaster and Concrete 

The Wallhide system is highly recommended by 
painters throughout the country for interior wall 
painting. 

WALLBOARD • 

Plasco Primer Sealer is especially designed and 
approved by wallboard manufacturers as the 
proper foundation coat. Use Plasco Primer Sealer 
under any approved wall finishing systems.
